This "divided responsibility and 


allegiance arc tantamount to 
an 


almost complete absence of con- 
trol," the report declared. 


That lack of clear control over 


the military the commission found 
to be one of the major flaws 
in 


the 1947 unification act, although it 
said that measure "has achieved 
gains." 


"Throughout its history," the re- 


port said, "the United States has 
boon fearful 
of military cliques 


and has 
thrown 
up safeguards 


against this throat to democratic 
government."
